Cautcutta, Nov. 10.—Further de- 
tails regarding the cyclone which 
passed over this part of India on Mon- 
day of last week shows the damage) 
done was very extensive. Besides | 
the loss of even lives occasioned by | 
the sinking of the Indian government | 
steamer Enterprise, which foundered | 
‘at Andaman Islands and the killing | 
of sixty gomvicte, there has no doubt 
been a large loss of life at other places | 
along the coast. 

Advices from various parts of Ori- 
sua, a province in Bengal, state that 
the cyclone passed over that section 
of the country and did great damage. 
The cyclone cleared a path through | 
the forests, uprooting gigantic trees 
and hurling them aside as though’ 
they were reeds. No house conld 
stand the terrible energy of the gale 
and every dwelling or other structure 
within its path was either swept | 
from it foundation. or turned over. | 
The wind also did much damage below 
Calcutta, as is well known, the river 
being the natural outlet for the trade 
of the Ganges and the Brainah Pootra. 
The city is situated on the east bank 
of the Hoogly river, the western-most 
branch of the Ganges. The Hoogly 
river empties into the Bay of Bengal, 
where a large number of vessels were 
at anchor off the Hoogly river in such 
a position that when the gale suddenly 
burst it was in:possible to save many | 
of them. Numbers dragged their 
anchors and were carried ashore, and 
others were dainaged by the pound- 
ing received by the enormous seas 
which accompanied the storm. No 
estimate can yet be made of the total 
lose of life, but it will be very large.

Strong sulphuric acid is 
added up to the neck of the bottle, a 
small cork held firmly in the mouth, 
and the bottle shaken vigorously until 
the card is dissolved, and the contents 
become a hot svlution of a light brown 
color. The neck is then nearly filled 
with weak acid (equal parts of strong 
acid and water). the bottle placed in 
the whirler, and whirled for about 
half a minate, or until all the fat ap- 
pears as aclear yellow oil within the 
graduations of the neck, fronr which 
its percentage is read at once. The 
time required to make a test is about 
two minutes and the cost for chemi- 
cals about one-foorth of a cent. 
Cream, skimmilk and buttermilk are 
teste’ in a similar way, if a fair sam- 
ple can be obtained with the pipette. 
For cream a pipette delivering 4-5 
grains is used, aud the reading multi- 
plied by three for the-per cent of fat. 
One hundred tests require about one- 
half pound of alcohol, and five pounds 
of acid, both of which may be ob- 
tained from any druggist.

tures of the Indians and old build- 
When they were refused admis- 
«ion to the church they at once CoD- 
elncded that there was something there 
they ov tht to see. 

The visited the priest and tried to 
induce nim to let them enter, but he 
was obdurate and gave them no satis- 
faction. 

In thé party was a young man from 
Illinois named William Morrison. He 
determined at all hazards to see the in 
side of the church, and at o:tce set 
about laying his plans. He found that 
a number of old Indians were constantly 
on guard, each being relieved at stated 
intervals. He also found that the door 
was kept locked and the key was at the 
priest's house, but that the windows 
could be raised by a little effort. 

He prepared himself with a camera 
with a flash-light attachment and a 
bottle of agua ardiente, or Mexican 
whisky, in which he placed enough 
morphine to produce sleep. He then 
sauntered along to where the guardian 
was sitting and engaged his attention. 
The conversation was limited, but the 
bottle spoke for itself, and it was not 
difficult to induce the old man to take 
two or three drinks. Morrison then 
passed on, but soon returned, and found 
the Indian fast asleep. 

He quickly foreed a window and 
gained entrance to the church. The in- 
terior was very common, but upon the 
altar was a small statue of the Virgin, 
which Morrison at first supposed to be 
gilt, but as it was the only thing in the 
place that had the appearance of value, 
and as it had a peculiar luster, he gave 
it a closer examination.
